Melt 8 marshmallows with 6 
tablespoons het water in the top 
of a double boiler. Meanwhile &ift 
34 cup flour three times with 1 
teaspoon baking powder, 6 table- 
spoons cocoa, %4 teaspoon salt and 
12 cup fine granulated sugar. 
Break four eggs into a warmed 
bowl and beat until stiff enough 
to form peaxs, keeping the bowl 
over hot water. Fold in % cup 
sugar and then the flour-cocoa 
mixture carefully. Add the marsh- 
mellow paste and.1 teaspoon va- 
nilla. folding in gently until well 
blended.
